1. One inmate was transferred involuntarily from a
prison to a mental health institute unders. 51 .20 (13X}
His length of stay was 41 days.

Four inmates were transferred to a mental health
institute on a voluntary basis. The average length of stay
for these four inmates was 41 days. .

2. 394 inmates underwent voluntary treatment with
psychotropic drugs while residing in corr_ecuonal
facilities (prisons or camps). 80 different inmates
underwent voluntary treatment with psychotropic drugs
while residing in the Wisconsin Resource Center. This
constitutes a total of 474 inmates.

The types of drugs used for voluntary treatment were
anti-depressants, anti-psychotics, sedatives and minor
tranquilizers. .

Two inmates underwent voluntary treatment with
psychotropic drugs during their stay in a mental health
institute. .

Three inmates underwent involuntary treatment with
psychotropic drugs during their stay in a mental health
mstitute.
